WANDERING FREIGHT CARS. 


They Are Rounded Up t»y the 


;••• 
Car Accountant. 


The car accountant is a typical in- 


stance of development in the railroad 
business. In the early days he did not 
exi^st. The superintendent was supposed 


•"'to 'know in a general way what "was be- 
':'ifig done with the company's cars. The 


custom was for railroads to carry through 
freight as far as the end of their own 
lines in their o\vn cars. Then it was 


Bfcrrcd to the cars of the 
foreign 


'$', and so assisted on the next stage to 


jj its destination. So much time, however, 
>. was lost in uuiking the transfers that the 
c needs of shippers forced upon the rail- 
" roads a departure which has now become 


their general custom. Railroads permit 
sill loaded cars to go through to their 
dostiiintion without transfer and allow 
one another a certain sum for the use 
of tho cars. This results in scattering 
the cars of the different roads over every 
section of track in the country. It pro- 
duces the extraordinary processions of 
many colored travelers from distant lands 
that delight the eyes of youngsters at a 
railroad crossing. 


In theory the cars are permitted to run 


through over foreign ronds to their desti- 
nation on tbe condition that on their arri- 
val they shall be unloaded promptly aud 
started on tho return home. In practice 
thu freight agent is apt to use the cnra 
that are most hnndy regardless of their 
ownoi>hip. 
An agent in Minneapolis 


wnuld hardly think twice before filling up 
n Maine Central freight car with a con- 
signment for Manitoba. 
The agent at 


Manitoba would not suffer a pang of con- 
science when he found himself stuffing 
tho some Maine car wilh a cargo of sup- 
plies for \Vnco, Tex. Thus nre begun the 
wanderings of a car to which, if it worn 
not for the car accountant and his mem- 
oranda, there would sometimes be no end. 


It is by no means easy to bring the 


wanderers homo. AYhen tho Maine Cen- 
tral's car accountant learns from his re- 
ports that his car is being unduly knocked 
about on foreign roads, his lirst news is 
that it has spent two weeks in the yards 
nt Minneapolis. A tracer is at once for- 
warded to the transportation department 
nf the railroad which is believed to lie 
holding the car. ]>y this time tho car is 
on its way to Manitoba.

"The same children, when confronted 


with a reader, may make sad work of it 
and seem certainly little above the aver- 
age. 
Even when made to do sums on a 


slate they nre not brighter than most 
white children. 
Perhaps that statement 


should be qualified, for there is no doubt 
;hat the children of pure blooded Afri- 
cans develop phenomenally for the lirst 
live or six years of their lives and, in- 
deed, until twelve or thirteen years old 
are 
fully the equals, intellectually, of 


white children. I have never seen white 
babies as intelligent as some of these 
negro infants at the same age. But when 
past twelve their minds seem full grown, 
and it is not easy to tench them, except in 
cases here and there. All those observa- 
tions, however, apply to children oC ne- 
groes whose parents or grandparents were 
brought from Africa when full grown. 


"There are many \Vcst Indian negroes 


who do not. speak English, and there are 
large societies named according to the 
part of Afiicn from which the members 
or their parents came. 
A Nangobar, for 


instance, would not think of joining a 
Kongo society. 
So they all stand much 


nearer to Africa than do our negroes, 
which makes the observation of their 
characteristics very interesting. 
I'nfor- 


lunatoly. they do not KOCIH to retain to 
any marked degree (his faculty for rapid 
calculation when they reach manhood. 
And even if they did they would be so 
backward in other icspccts that their 
value as clerks would be slight."—New 
York Tribune.

vice Less Unattractive to Lands- 
men. 


When tho Uuitod States truining ship 


Mohican returned to Sin Frunsoiseo the 
other day from u prolonged cruise, it 
was announced ll'iit of tho 4CO lands 
mon with whom cho Htarted out several 
months ago fully UO had deserted. This 


IGRB of fully oue-lourlh of the men iu 
training in a lamentable illustration of 
the unpopulnrity of the service on the 
I'uciiiu Coivat ut least, and allows that 
c;ome maans must be devised to render 
it attractive. Tho personnel of the navy,

utterly inadequate to meet tho de- 
mauds for placing in pcrvico all the 
vessels now afloat and it must be re 
membored that ihe demand for both 
officers and men in constantly increas- 
ing ns new vessels are completed and 
made ready for use. 


President Uoosovsjlt's most important 


association with the national govern- | 
ment, previous to his accession to his 
present office, was in connection with 
the navy, and ho is thoroughly familiar 
with the needs of that branch of the 
service. It is believed that he will 
favor the most liberal treatment of tl e 
navy, aud that ho is in lavor of raising 
it to a strength, both in ships and men, 
fir beyond the present limits. Ho wan 
the author of the personnel bill which 
affected so many radical reforms in the 
service, aud can be looked to for tie 
recommendation and support of meas- 
ures for bringing it up to the full 
strength that is demanded by the new 
policy of expansion, upon which the 
nation deliberately entered when it in- 
torvcncd in the affairs of tho island of 
Cuba. 
More ships are imperatively 


needed, nnd a greit increase in the 
number of commissioned officers is nee* 
easary to render oven tho present float- 
ing strength available in every possi- 
ble emorgoucy, but more pressing than 
either of these demands ia a material 
increase in tho Torce of enlisted mon, 
and the lesson of tho Mohican's croieo 
clearly ohows that the service must be 
made more attractive than it now is.

Employer* — No»Man Allowed to 
Work If He Belong* .to or Favor* 
Lalior Organization*. 


When outsiders were uncertain as to 


whether the men of tho Carnegie group 
of mills would go on strike, the agents 
of the United States Steel company had 
reasonably accurate knowledge that 
they would remain at work. This In- 
formation came from a well organized 
spy system which was Installed in the 
Carnegie service by H. C. Prick imme- 
diately after the great Homestead 
strike. The work, or, rather, the re- 
sults of this espionage, may be told, but 
the system cannot be described. If It 
has a bead, he Is not known. It must 
have many branches or sections, as It 
passes from one management to an- 
other and continues to perform its 
work In the same thorough and relent- 
less way. Time after time men have 
been called to the office and told they 
were no longer employees of the Carne- 
gie mills because they had become un- 
ion men. It is sufficient for discharge 
for oue man to tell another that he is 
thinking of joining the union. The 
management makes no secret of this 
policy. It is thoroughly understood. It 
is not discussed by the subordinates, 
merely accepted as a matter of fact. 


The men of the towns along the Mo- 


nongahela have a wholesome respect 
for this spy system. It lurks in the vil- 
lage store, It reaches the preachers of 
their churches, it searches the hearts 
of their children, it hears the gossip of 
the old men and women, It knows the 
mutterlugs of half drunken workmen, 
It goes with the mill men on their holi- 
day outings, it pries Into the secrets of 
their family, and when it-finds a trace 
of unionism the knife of the vigilant 
manager immediately slices It 
off. 


Since the Carnegie mills went Into 


the trust and the constituent compa- 
nies of the United States Steel com- 
pany have had a chance to see the 
workings of the perfect spy system of 
the Carnegie mills they have taken ad- 
\autage of this knowledge and estab- 
lished something similar. For Instance, 
in the sheet steel, steel hoop and tin 
companies of the combinations have 
been formed labor bureaus. 
These 


have a little more to do than the spy 
system of the Carnegles. The latter 
only have to keep employees out of un- 
ions and prevent union men from be- 
coming employees. In the other con- 
stituent companies union men must 
be dealt with. It Is a part of the job 
of these labor bureaus to keep thor- 
oughly in touch with the doings In the 
union. It is perhaps not their intention 
to control these unions, but the em- 
ploying companies certainly 
seek to 


have enough influence to prevent trou- 
ble \vheu It is brewing. 


It is more than likely that the spy 


system In Its present form originated 
with the hard coal carrying roads. 
They probably have more strike trou- 
bles than any other corporations and 
have become very experienced In the 
task of dealing with labor difficulties. 
Of course it is understood that other 
railroads have their labor bureaus and 
bine had for years, probably since the 
strike of 1S17, but they are very dif- 
ferent departments from the labor de- 
partment of the modern trust. Iu the 
latter case It is perfected, like the third 
degree of the Russian police system. 
The labor departments of Independent 
corporations have 
thorough 
under- 


standings with one another. 


The coal miners are the most restive 


of workers, and there the spy system 
is found highly developed. 
A "dis- 


turber" will find difficulty In remain- 
ing with new employers very long. 
He will be located by some traveling 
investigator and got rid of in some 
way. More than likely he will be re- 
fused employment when be asks for It, 
as he must furnish the name of the 
last man he worked for, with a refer- 
ence. 


The labor bureau system is firmly 


established in all the large employing 
companies 
in 
Plttsburg, 
and 
the 


amount of knowledge these men have 
of what is going on among the men 
in the mills of the country Is little 
short of amazing. In each of these bu- 
reaus will be found the names of tbe 
most active union agitators in the 
-Bunall and large towns of Indiana. 
When application for employment is 
made, the name of the worker goes at 
once to the labor bureau. 
If be Is 


found undesirable from a corporation 
standpoint, he will soon find himself 
out of the mill.—Pittsburg Cor. In- 
dianapolis Journal.

ers of labor have a difference of opin- 
ion about price we might through all 
these years have had a decade of peace, 
und the United States might have been 
"the country without strikes." 


But we have already traveled and 


suffered three-quarters of the way to- 
ward this delightful aud 
inevitably 


consummation. All through the eUiliz- 
ud world the people are working more 
and more toward arbitration. There 
are national and local and trade tribu- 
nals, public and private boards engag- 
ed In keeping the industrial pence. 
They have often succeeded in keeping 
It and keeping it well. They have done 
vast good and repaid a hundredfold all 
they cost in labor and money. This Is 
the necessary preliminary work before 
the linal solution of the problem. Arbi- 
tration of labor disputes by disinterest- 
ed outsiders has been proved practical 
ind beneficent. Tlio next .slop is to or- 
ganize It Into an Institution. Wo must 
Ift It from tho region of Hie private to 
hat of the public, from the 
o the permanent. We must make It 
the refuge of all instead of 
dental good fortune of a few 
out of the general duty of a'rb' 
the general right of arbitration. 


Kvery man who says that public opln- | 


Ion is the real arbiter between lalfbr^ 
and capital therewith gives away the 
wliolo cast- against arbitration courts. 
If it is true that public opinion Is the 
arbiter, as every one say.s, the parties 
themselves arc- rot the arbiters. Tins 
decision does not rest with thorn, but 
upon a tribunal outside of them. They 
have uo absolute right to make war, 
disturb the peace, prosperity and hap- 
piness of themselves, each other and 
the people. If it is right to go outside 
the combatants to find an arbiter, it is 
right to lind the best arbiter and to 
make his intervention final and ctll- 
cient. 


Let tho gentlemen who advocate that 


those questions of the ownership of life 
and property which wo call strikes and 
lockouts shall be made subject only to 
the pressure of public opinion convince 
UH of their sincerity by offering to 
leave their property, their charters, 
their rights, under the protection also 
of public opinion without law. AH Vol- 
taire said to the proposal to abolish 
capital punishment, "Let the assassins 
begin the reform." 


Without the help of any society, with 


no party, .with uo literary bureau, sim- 
ply by the magnetism which ju&ilce 
draws from the general good will and 
common sense, the agitation for arbi- 
tration courts makes headway day by 
day. It moves visibly along the line of 
the law of social progress, never better 
expressed than by William Poiin. thr 
groat commonwealth builder, when he 
paid, "The path of peace Is Justice, and 
the path of Justice Is government." 
That Is, it is the path of public opinion 
plus ;i law. 


That Indeed Is the proper test of a 


real public opinion. 
Public opinion 


does riot begin to exist until It hat 
crxstallizcd into the resolute use of all 
the power that Is necessary—first, to In- 
vestigate; second, to decide; third, to 
execute. Public opinion in labor dls 
putes cannot get publicity without law 
It does It nowhere else. Public opinion 
cannot get obedience without law, com 
pulsloti. It does it nowhere else. 


Whenavcr there Is a strike or lockou 


the chief party In Interest drifts help 
lens In the CHJSH currents of a chaotl 
sea of public opinions which struggle 
In vain to be the "feoutul public opln 
!on" for which P-ishop Potter calls. All 
we bare Is a muddle of hearsay, street 
talk, newspaper reports and "state- 
ments" put out sometimes In unscrupu- 
lous desperation by both contestants. 
This we must swallow without the pos- 
sibility of disinfection by true public- 
ity. The public does not know the faclH. 
It knows It (loos not know them, nnd It 
knows It cannot know them. 


If there was an "Intolerable decision" 


by an jybliratlon court, it would be an 
exception, it Is not the habit of the 
judges of other courts to render Intol- 
erable decisions, though they do It once 
In (I-\\liile. 
In arbitration, public or i 


private. 11 baa uot been (be usual result 
Hint decisions were awarded which 
were oOloiiH or Impossible. It Is only 
reasonable to Judge of the probable fu- 


tal. It would be presided over by a 
Judge of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. It would sit In the full light 
of publicity, aided by experts with ac- 
cess to all books, pcrsous and papers. 
Such a court, however Imperfect, would 
grind out in the long rim decisions more 
tolerable and more practical than are 
ground out now by our anarchy ciiiirt— 
our bench of "upper dogs." 


Labor troubles are passing under the 


control of the Judges and will do so 
more and more. "Capitalist 
Judges!" 


the workingmeu say. Far better for 
the striker that the "capitalist Judge" 
sit in such an arbitration court than In 
a star chamber. 


The humane employer, the reasona- 


ble, broad gauge, righteous man. Is now 
at the mercy of the worst among bis 
competitors. Strikes are often uot really 
contests of employers with employees, 
but between employers who are cut- 
ting wages iu order to cut prices and 
ore using their working people as 
troops in warring against each other. 
"Business is business," and the mau 
who would like to do business so that 
It would also be good will among men 
must supp-.-oss such sentimentality and 
keep up with tho pace set for him In 
the practical world or go out of the 
world. An arbitration court would pro- 
tect good employers and honest busi- 
ness men by setting up for all tlielr 
competitors n standard of wages aud 
conditions and quality of work below 
Which 
none could go. Competition 


would be changed from downward to 
apward. 


During the recent strike In Connecti- 


cut a judge, together with an injunc- 
tion against the men, issued an attach- 
ment against all their homes, furniture, 
their lifetime savings in tho savings 
banks and all tlielr other property to 
make good any damage ho might later 
decide t'.io.\ bad done to their employ- 
ers.

Pullman or 
a Spring Valley Coiil company cnu do 
that. Arbitration would have lo leave 
and dues leave workman or capitalist 
free to wurk or not, as lie chouses. P,nt 
it would say, and enforce it, t h a t If h<» 
did work he must do it on the terms ju- 
dicially fixed. Tho worklngmau i:im,t 
have "the living wage." the capitalist 
must havo "tbo living profit," fixed by 
tho court. Tho community that lias? the 
right to forbid ur control dangerous oc- 
cupations bus tho right to forbid nr 
control Hie most dangerous of all-that 
of creating paupers and derelicts. 


An arbitration court would not com- 


pel the parties to arbitrate any more 
than -ordinary courts compel them to 
litigate. 


But if one wanted to litigate Instead 


of fight ing In the streets, the other 
must defend himself. That Is all. Tbo 
woi-klntjmen would bo liable to bu 
called Into court by employers only If 
Ihey wore incorporated-and registered 
Intentionally for that purpose. At a:iy 
time- they could withdraw. Tbo em-
